Parents get chance in fight to save class

education It was a case of 
kindergarten confidential 
yesterday as parents and 
students of Riverdale 
School waited for a private 
board of trustees meeting 
to end before hearing 
whether or not they would 
have a classroom to attend 
come September. 

Approximately 100 peo¬ 
ple turned up at the Centre 
for Education just before 
noon to wait for the board 


to come forward with a de¬ 
cision whether or not to 
close the kindergarten 
class. 

Just before 1 p.m., a deci¬ 
sion was made to tem¬ 
porarily relocate Riverdale 
School’s kindergarten pro¬ 
gram to Forest Heights 
School for the 2010-11 
school year, but should 
summer enrolment in¬ 
crease significantly by Aug. 
23, the superintendent will 
revisit his decision. 

The decision was met 
with cheers from the 
crowd. 


“It’s a good outcome. 
Usually you come to these 
things and they just say 
no,” said former Riverdale 
student and parent, Mor¬ 
gan Chase. “So a chance to 
increase the numbers is re¬ 
ally good.” 

Eveiy year about this 
time, the superintendent 
visits with principals 
throughout the district 
and discusses enrolment. 

According to board chair 
Don Fleming, the enrol¬ 
ment situation at Riverdale 
did not look very good for 
the coming year.

Oilers bump coach to front 
office, Renney promoted

Pat Quinn’s return to 
coaching has ended soon¬ 
er than expected. 

The Edmonton Oilers 
bumped Quinn into the 
front office yesterday and 
promoted associate coach 
Tom Renney to head coach, 
a move the team said had 
always been in the works 
but was accelerated after a 
disastrous season. But the 
change was a surprise to 
Quinn, who said he was ex¬ 
pecting to return to the 
bench. 

“It’s not my decision,” 
Quinn said on a conference 
call from Toronto. “I had 
been looking forward to 
coaching the team next 
year. A decision was made. 
They’ll have a place for me 
to continue to help them 
make their changes, which 
I will move to.” 

Quinn, 68, who guided 
the Oilers to a record of 27- 
47-8 in his first season be¬ 
hind the bench, has been 
reassigned to the position 
of senior adviser in hockey 
operations. 

“Is it a promotion? I’d say 
not,” said Quinn. “My ca¬ 
reer has been coaching and 
that’s why I wanted to 
come back into the game 
with Edmonton last year. 
We went through some 
tough times, but I was look¬ 
ing forward to continuing 
to help to change the cli¬ 
mate there and continue to 
help this organization go 
back to respectability in the 
sense of winning. I’ll con¬ 
tinue to do that, but it’s just

going to be in a different ca¬ 
pacity, obviously.” 

Oilers GM Steve Tambelli- 
ni said he had discussed the 
succession plan with Quinn 
when he hired him and 
Renney in May 2009 follow¬ 
ing the firing of coach Craig 
MacTavish. It was Quinn’s 
first coaching job since he 
was fired in Toronto follow¬ 
ing the 2005-06 season. 

“When you look at a plan 
that was in place when I dis¬ 
cussed with Pat before he 
came here as far as a succes¬ 
sion plan, the idea for me 
was that after Year 2 I 
would ask him to take this 
position as senior hockey 
adviser,” said Tambellini. 

But all this seemed to be 
news to Quinn. 

“Any good management 
group has a succession 
plan,” Quinn said. 

“As far as whether or not 
they told Tom he was going 
to be the next head coach, I 
don’t have any knowledge 
of that.”

Rogers announces plans to buy 
city’s Bounce FM radio station

nications is preparing to 
buy Bounce FM in Edmon¬ 
ton, in the second pur¬ 
chase of a CTV radio sta¬ 
tion announced this week. 

The deal between the 
two media companies re¬ 
quires approval from 
Canada’s broadcast regula¬ 
tor. 

Bounce FM, which oper¬ 
ates under the call sign 
CHBN-FM, is tagged as “Ed¬ 
monton’s No. 1 music sta¬ 
tion.” 

“Rogers has been active 
in the Edmonton radio 
market for four years and 
we’re keen to expand our 


local presence,” said Paul 
Ski, chief executive of 
Rogers Media’s radio divi¬ 
sion. 

“The acquisition of 
Bounce will strengthen 
Rogers’ position in this im¬ 
portant young adult demo¬ 
graphic and will allow us 
the opportunity to offer a 
more enhanced service to 
both our listeners and our 
advertisers.” 


Rogers announced on 
Monday that it would buy 
BOB-FM in London, Ont., 
from CTV. 

Rogers operates 13 radio 
stations in Alberta, and a 
total of 53 radio stations 
across the country on both 
the AM and FM dial. 

Its B shares gained 25 
cents to $37.59 on the 
Toronto Stock Exchange.

Security was 
strikingly 
inadequate, 
says report 

air India Twenty-five years 
after security 

shortcomings failed to pre¬ 
vent the deadly bombing 
of Air India Flight 182, fed¬ 
eral agencies continue to 
struggle with ensuring 
front-line airport 
screeners are able to stop 
the next terrorist plot. 

In his massive report on 
the Air India catastrophe, 
former Supreme Court jus¬ 
tice John Major says 
airports in 1985 had strik¬ 
ingly inadequate security 
— in large part due to 
complacency, poor train¬ 
ing and lax discipline of 
the guards hired to screen 
passengers and baggage. 

“Security at Canadian 
airports is improved today, 
but the human dimension 
of aviation security 
remains a concern,” says a 
460-page chapter of the re¬ 
port, released last week, 
that focuses on current 
challenges. Today marks 
the 25th anniversary of 
the bombing that killed 
329 people.

Crime bill costly, Page warns 


A key element of the Con¬ 
servative government’s 
tough-on-crime initiative 
is going to cost taxpayers 
big-time, the 

parliamentary budget offi¬ 
cer warns in a scathing re¬ 
port. 

Kevin Page says the 
Truth in Sentencing Act 
will cost the federal gov¬ 
ernment alone about $1.8 
billion in new-facility con¬ 
struction costs. That’s an 
average of $363 million a 
year over five years. 

“It’s a lot of money in a 
period of time we’re gener¬ 


ating deficits,” Page told a 
news conference yester¬ 
day. 

The act limiting the 
credit a judge can allow for 
time served will add about 
159 days to inmates’ aver¬ 
age sentences, Page said, 
bringing their average 
time in federal custody to 
722 days from 563. 

Page’s report says the 
number of inmates in fed¬ 
eral prisons at any one 
time will increase to 
17,058 from 13,304. That 
increase will require con¬ 
struction of 4,189 addition- 


Cost effective? 

• The bill, a cornerstone of 
the Tories' tough-on-crime 
agenda, received royal as¬ 
sent last October. But the 
government has been criti¬ 
cized for launching its initia¬ 
tives without carefully con¬ 
sidering the costs.

Canada prepares for 
Chinese president 

Courted by some, condemned by others 


When Chinese president 
Hu Jintao arrives in Cana¬ 
da today on a rare state 
visit in advance of the 
weekend’s G20 summit, 
he will witness something 
he rarely if ever sees in his 
homeland — protesters. 

A posse of human rights 
advocates, from Amnesty 
International, to the 
Falun Dafa group, to free 
Tibet supporters, will fol¬ 
low his every appearance, 
and serenade him outside 
his hotel in downtown Ot¬ 
tawa. 

China is emerging as an 
economic and political su¬ 
perpower, says Alex Neve 
of Amnesty International 
Canada, and it’s time the 
country started behaving 
that way. 

At a news conference 
yesterday, Neve and repre¬ 
sentatives of three other 
advocacy groups recited a 
litany of Chinese trans¬ 
gressions, from religious 
and ethnic repression, to 
the jailing of dissidents 
and their lawyers, to the 
appalling conditions un¬ 
der which many Chinese 
work, and worse. 

“How can the dictator 
get away with it, and the 
world pretend this is not 
happening? We have to 
raise awareness,” said Lucy 
Zhou of the Falun Dafa as¬ 
sociation. 

Hu will hear pressing 
concerns of another sort 
behind the barricades of 
the G20 summit in Toron¬ 
to later in the week as his 
fellow club members try to 
persuade him that China

needs to play a more con¬ 
structive role in rebuilding 
the global economy. 

The key issue on the table 
for most of 
the leaders 
is not 

democracy 
or humans 
rights, but 
whether 
China’s ex¬ 
port-driven

address what many consid¬ 
er the key stumbling block 
to a sustained global recov¬ 
ery. 

In essence, critics say Chi¬ 
na exports too much to oth¬ 
ers, particularly the United 
States, but also Europe and 
Canada, and buys too little. 

That creates an imbal¬ 
ance that, if left unchecked, 
will bankrupt the West 
as well as cause 
massive jobless¬ 
ness as pro¬ 
duction 
heads east.

Offshore drilling 
ban overturned 


A U.S. federal judge has 
blocked a six-month 
moratorium on new 
deepwater drilling proj¬ 
ects that was imposed in 
response to the massive 
oil spill in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. The White House said 
immediately it would ap¬ 
peal the decision. 

In a briefing, White 
House press secretaiy 
Robert Gibbs said U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama be¬ 
lieves that until investiga¬ 
tions can determine why 
the spill happened, contin¬ 
ued deepwater drilling 
could expose workers and 
the environment to “a dan¬ 
ger that the president does 
not believe we can afford.” 

Several companies that 
ferry people and supplies 
and provide other services 
to offshore drilling rigs had 
asked U.S. District Judge 
Martin Feldman in New Or¬ 
leans to overturn the mora¬ 
torium. 


Suspension 

• In late May, Obama moved 
to suspend all deepwater 
drilling in U.S. waters for six 
months. That halted explo¬ 
ration off the coast of 
Virginia, Alaska and 
throughout the Gulf Coast, 
and suspended operations 
at several already 
operational Gulf of Mexico 
rigs. 

Obama’s administration 
has halted the approval of 
any new permits for 
deepwater 
drilling and sus¬ 
pended drilling 
at 33 explorato¬ 
ry wells in the 
Gulf. 

But Feldman 
ruled that the Interior 
Department failed to pro¬ 
vide adequate reasoning for 
the moratorium, and ac¬ 
cused it of appearing to as¬ 


sume that because one rig 
failed, all companies and 
rigs doing deepwater 
drilling pose an imminent 
danger. 

Earlier yesterday, oil in¬ 
dustry executives also took 
aim at the ban, saying the 
world doesn’t have enough 
other sources of fuel to al¬ 
low for the moratorium. 

Steven Newman, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of 
Transocean Ltd., which 
owned the destroyed Deep¬ 
water Horizon rig, called 
Obama’s ban “unneces¬

Not too hot, not too cold 
— Canada’s inflation rate 
is about where Bank of 
Canada governor Mark 
Carney would want it 
leading into his next big 
decision on interest rates. 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed yesterday that annual¬ 
ized inflation dipped four- 
tenths of a point to 1.4 per 
cent last month, and the 
central bank’s core index 
slipped one notch to 1.8 
per cent, well below the 
bank’s preferred target of 
two per cent. 

With temporaiy factors 
the only major contribu¬ 
tors to above-target infla¬ 
tion, analysts said Carney 
may still go ahead with his 
second interest rate hike 
in two months on July 20, 
but it won’t be because in¬ 
flation is keeping him up 
at a night.

Strutting into the stadium 
dancing and singing, 
Bafana Bafana turned its 
final game at the World 
Cup into a rollicking party 
for all of South Africa.

Mercedes makes smart move 



North American testing for the smart electric drive begins in fall. 



W ithout the 
special 
green and 
white 
paint, and 
“electric drive” broadcast in 
big letters on the side pan¬ 
els, you wouldn’t know 
these particular smarts are 
veering off to an electric fu¬ 
ture. 

They look identical to 
the second-generation 
smart cars, which Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz has been sell¬ 
ing in Canada since 2007. 
In fact, they have identical 
interior and luggage space. 

But there is a Tesla-devel¬ 
oped lithium-ion battery 
tucked under the floor, be¬ 
tween the axles, and a 30 
lcW electric motor residing 
out back, exactly where 
the gas engine and 


transaxle usually reside. 
There’s also an electrical re¬ 
ceptacle. A full charge takes 
about eight hours, and gives 
you a range of 135 kms. 

On this particular June 
morning in Brooklyn, New 
York, we have a full charge. 
We’re part of a largish 
group of journalists invited 
here to sample the cars, be¬ 
fore their first major North 
American testing this fall. 

But before I turn the key, 
however, I’m reminded 
that the line to sustainabili¬ 
ty will not be straight and 
predictable. There will be 
some zigging, some zag- 
ging, and a few paradoxical 
moments, like this press 
trip. Ponder, if you will, the 
total carbon footprint of fly¬ 
ing this many international 
journalists to New York 
City, so they might drive a 
zero-emission vehicle for a 
few hours. 

My first impression of 
the actual vehicle is that 
“electric drive” has actual¬ 
ly made the smart better. 
I’ve never been a fan of the 
smart’s herky-jerlcy semi¬ 
automatic transmission. 
The electric smart doesn’t 


need one — just one single 
fixed gear running off the 
motor. It doesn’t shift, 
which makes it the perfect 
automatic. 

It also scoots across an 
intersection from a dead 
stop faster than a petrol 
smart, though its 0-60 
km/h time of 6.5 seconds is 
the same as a petrol smart. 

The electric motor is qui¬ 


et. With the top down, the 
most prevalent noise com¬ 
ing into the cabin was the 
buzzing of the DC to AC 
converter. The buzzing is 
connected to speed, so 
goes up and down in pitch 
as you tool around. 

Handling didn’t seem at 
all compromised by the 
300-plus additional pounds 
of the electric drivetrain, 


probably because most all 
of that extra weight is the 
battery, which sits as low 
as it can in the car. 

It’s not quite like driving 
a big electric golf cart, but 
not that far off either. 

Discussions will be ongo¬ 
ing, whether electric is the 
solution for mass trans¬ 
portation, or just for cities, 
or only if the electricity

U.S. cars top imports in quality: Study 



J.D. Power and Associates said that owners of vehicles made by 
Detroit automakers reported fewer problems during the first 90 
days of ownership than those built by overseas companies. 


U.S. automakers have sur¬ 
passed foreign brands for 
the first time in a survey 
that measures the quality 
of new cars and trucks. 

J.D. Power and Associ¬ 
ates said last week that 
owners of vehicles made 
by Detroit automakers re¬ 
ported fewer problems on 
average during the first 90 
days of ownership than 
those built by companies 
based overseas. 

It was the first time that 
has happened in the 24 
years the industry research 
group has conducted the 
annual quality study that 
is a closely watched meas¬ 
ure of the durability and 
reliability of vehicles. 

U.S. automakers have 
long lagged foreign 
brands, especially those 
from Asian manufacturers 
like Toyota, which many 
consumers believe pro¬ 
duce higher quality cars 
and trucks than General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler. 

But J.D. Power said Ford 
Motor Co. showed some of 
the biggest gains in quali¬ 
ty among individual 
brands, moving into the 
fifth spot. Porsche was the 
top scorer. Toyota Motor 
Corp., which has suffered 
through huge safety re¬ 
calls earlier this year, saw 
its score drop. 

“Domestic automakers 
have made impressive 
strides in steadily improv¬ 
ing vehicle quality,” said

David Sargent, J.D. Power’s 
vice-president of global re¬ 
search. 

The study ranks vehicles 
according to the number 
of problems reported per 
100 vehicles. The overall 
average for the industry 
was 109 problems per 100 
vehicles. That industry av¬ 
erage has fallen steadily 


over the past decade. 

U.S. manufacturers 
scored an average of 108 
problems, while foreign 
companies posted 109 
problems. That is a marked 
difference than just 10 
years ago, when import 
brands had far fewer initial 
problems than those made 
by U.S. companies. 

Land Rover had the high¬ 
est overall number of aver¬ 
age problems with 170. 

Ford was the best scorer 
among non-luxury brands, 
with 93 problems per 100 
vehicles. J.D. Power said 
that Ford has shown 
steady improvement over 
the last nine years.

“I hope you don't think 
we're crazy/’ sang Marina 
as she shimmied her way 
past our table, boldly 
leading the second conga 
of the night over the pool 
and back into the bar.

Firstly, this was Riccione 
on the Italian Riviera, a 
place where people are far 
too busy being beautiful 
and sipping Prosecco in 
beachfront bars to host 
wild parties with folks 
they’ve only just met. And 
secondly every single per¬ 
son currently swaying dan¬ 
gerously close to the wa¬ 
ter’s edge had spent the 
day cycling anything from 
90-12 5km with ex-pro road 
racers acting as tour 
guides among the vine- 
laced rollercoaster terrain 
of Emiglia-Romagna. 

Where did they get the 
strength for dancing? 
Watching the speed with 


which barman Maxim was 
serving up potent Ne¬ 
groni’s it became clearer. 

The Belvedere is part of 
the Italy Bike Hotels con¬ 
sortium — a collection of 
top notch hotels which 
cater for cyclists. 

Yes they wash your Lycra 
daily, yes there is a spa to 
recover in, yes the food — 
including local speciality 
spaghetti alio scoglio 
(spaghetti of the clifftops) 
— is delicious, and yes you 
get the pick of high-end 
racing bikes for the week, 
with mechanics on hand. 
But no the staff won’t push 
you up the hills. The idea 


is that each day you ride 
hard, then play harder Ital¬ 
ian style — Campari, sea¬ 
side, shopping.

Vampires or werewolves: Pick a side

If the latest installment of 
the popular Twilight fran¬ 
chise is any indication, 
vampires and werewolves 
are the hottest thing to 
hit Hollywood since Uni¬ 


versal Studios burnt to 
the ground. 

So why are two classic 
monsters creating such a 
buzz in 2010? 

“They’re both monster 
figures obviously but 
they’re quite different in 
nature,” explained Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto Cinema 


Studies Director Charlie 
Keil. He points out that in 
their differences, were¬ 
wolves and vampires do 
have an affinity. 

Sure, the vampire sys- 
temically draws on blood 
for existence and were¬ 
wolves are more about the 
id “manifesting itself in 


an animal form so there’s 
no way to suppress (it),” 
insisted Keil. “The idea 
there is that the monster 
really can’t control itself.” 

Twilight flips these 
ideas a bit giving the 
werewolf some measure 
of control and repressing 
the vampire figure: “It 


doesn’t want to carry out 
the lethal (action),” says 
Keil. 

While in Eclipse these 
monsters oppose each 
other however, their com¬ 
mon struggle has more to 
do with the sexualization 
of these characters. 

“(Vampires and were¬ 


wolves) are more aligned 
because they both do have 
an undercurrent of sexual¬ 
ity linking them,” said 
Keil.

Black Keys 
expand sound 

After 10 years, duo add bassist, keyboardist 


The Black Keys should 
take their show on the 
road. 

Yes, the Akron, Ohio, 
blues-roclc duo of singer- 
guitarist Dan Auerbach and 
drummer Patrick Carney al¬ 
ready tour almost constant¬ 
ly. But the two — Carney, 
lanky and bespectacled, and 
Auerbach, bearded and 
roclcer-loolcing — have 
something of a comic duo 
about them. 

They have a natural pat¬ 
ter — crude and hysterical 
— that’s been honed by 
spending nearly half their 
lives playing music togeth¬ 
er. At a recent interview at 
the Bonnaroo Music & Arts 
Festival, the conversation 
turned to why the Keys, 
nearly 10 years on, have for 
the first time begun playing 
shows with a bassist (Nick 
Movshon) and a keyboardist 
(Leon Michels). 

Auerbach: “It’s great be¬ 
cause they’re like-minded.” 

Carney: “They’ve veiy 
tasteful musicians.” 

Auerbach (sarcastically): 


“Cause we’re super taste¬ 
ful.” 

Carney: “It’s like emerald 
essence.” 

Auerbach: “It’s like four 
... diamonds with lightning 
bolts coming out of them.” 

Carney (after a beat): 
“It’s almost tasteless.” 

Curiously, on stage, Auer¬ 
bach and Carney are all 
business. Instead of banter¬ 
ing, their shows are an on¬ 
slaught of sweaty Delta 
blues riffs, heavy pounding 
and textured grooves. 

They’ve built a faithful 
following and are still earn¬ 
ing new fans: Their sixth al¬ 
bum, Brothers, debuted No. 
3 on the Billboard Top 200 
chart. 

It’s a remarkable degree 
of success for a duo that be¬ 
gan nearly a decade ago 
playing in Carney’s base¬ 
ment, and which still prides 
itself on keeping things 
rough — leaving an impre¬ 
cise drum beat or a wrong 
note in a guitar solo in a 
recording. 

“We’re unperfectionists,”

“They were the only ones 
that could do a Junior Kim¬ 
brough cover that wasn’t a 
train wreck,” says Matthew 
Johnson, the president of 
Fat Possum Records, the 
originally blues-focused la¬ 
bel that brought Delta blues 
players like Kimbrough to 
national audiences. “Dan 
got the sound.” 

Johnson signed the Keys 
to Fat Possum for their sec¬ 
ond disc, Thickfreakness, 
also full of raw riffing. But 
by their third album, Rub¬ 
ber Factory, the band was 
starting to explore other 
sounds, most notably on 
the slower-paced The 
Lengths and the Kinks cov¬ 
er Act Nice and Gentle. 

After 2006’s Magic Po¬ 
tion, the Keys turned to 
producer Danger Mouse 
(Gnarls Barkley, Broken 
Bells) for 2008’s Attack & 
Release, their then-most 
sonically diverse record. 
Auerbach says Danger 
Mouse was a “filter” and 
that the band was ready to 
expand, regardless. 


“Working with Danger 
Mouse was us wanting to 
make a record with all 
kinds of instruments on it,” 
says Carney. “I think we 
knew what we wanted to 
do, we just maybe didn’t 
have the confidence.” 

Side projects followed. 
Auerbach released an ac¬ 
claimed solo album (Keep It 
Hid), and Carney formed 
the percussive group Drum¬ 
mer. They also both joined 
Blakroc, a collaboration be¬ 
tween the Keys and rappers 
Mos Def, Q;Tip, RZA and 
Raelcwon. 

In the interim, Carney 
went through a difficult di¬ 
vorce. Rolling Stone called 
Brothers “a break up album 
by proxy.” On it, Auerbach 
(who does the songwriting) 
sings of moving on in Next 
Girl and splitting up on I’m 
Not the One. 

The title track, though, is 
an ode to their long-run¬ 
ning friendship. On their 
current tour, which plays 
through Europe and North 
America for most of the rest 
of the year, a giant banner 
of two hands clasped in soli¬ 
darity hangs on the stage. 
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Personal struggles fuel new McLachlan album 



For the past seven years, 
Sarah McLachlan has 
largely remained silent 
while her personal life 
turned public and she 
sought to endure the 
breakup of her marriage. 

This week marks the re¬ 
lease of Laws of Illusion, 
the Vancouver-based 
songstress’ first album of 
new material since 2003’s 
Afterglow. 

And if it seems as though 
the lovelorn lyrics on the 
oft-wrenching record were 
inspired by real-life events, 
it’s because they pretty 
much were. 

McLachlan says her per¬ 
sonal struggles fuelled her 
work — once she got 
around to dealing with 
them directly. 

“There’s creative licence, 
but certainly, the emotion¬ 
al rollercoaster of the past 
couple years played heavi¬ 
ly,” McLachlan said in a 


telephone interview. 

“I find it very difficult to 
write, typically, when I’m 
happy. It’s a fleeting, light¬ 
hearted experience and 
you don’t want to analyze 
it because I’m sure you’ll 
find something wrong with 
it if you look hard enough. 

“Whereas when you’re 
sad, or heartbroken, or an¬ 
gry, that’s meaty, visceral 
stuff. You can really sink 
your teeth into it. And 
there’s a lot of good juicy 
bits to grab hold of and dis¬ 
sect and figure out.” 

McLachlan split with 
drummer Ashwin Sood, 
her husband of 11 years, 
two years ago. They have 
two daughters: eight-year- 
old India and Taja, who 
turns three next week. 

As she tried to recover 
and take care of two chil¬ 
dren as a newly single 
mother, McLachlan didn’t 
find herself immediately

compelled to sit down and 
write about the pain she 
was going through. 

“My world sort of fell 
apart, and I just had to 
work to figure out what the 
heck I was going to do 
next,” she said. 

“You know, I don’t tend 
to write when I’m in the 
thick of the emotional 
angst. 

“It’s a lot easier for me to 
do it after the fact, when I 
have a little more objectivi¬ 
ty.” 

Yet, once the 42-year-old 


began writing — which 
she did, in earnest, in 
March of last year — she 
found that the ideas 
flowed. 

Opening track Awaken¬ 
ings is a distorted rush, 
with ear-candy electronics 
adding texture to a naked¬ 
ly emotional rant. 

The clatter mostly fades 
out in time for McLach¬ 
lan’s key final pronounce¬ 
ment: “I’m not the girl I 
was but what have I be- 
come?/I’m not so willing 
anymore to bend/Still 
pleasing and 

conceding/But I’m not 
gonna lose myself again.” 

“It opens the record for a 
reason for me,” McLachlan 
says of the track. “It’s 
meant to sort of encom¬ 
pass the mood of what’s to 
come.” 

McLachlan professes to 
have a tough time analyz¬ 
ing her own music, even 


though she’s able to de¬ 
scribe the feelings behind 
each song more clearly 
and directly than most 
artists. 

So when she’s asked 
how the past years - so 
fraught with personal tur¬ 
moil - have changed her, 
she pauses. 

“God, I hope I’m a little 


bit wiser,” she says. “I cer¬ 
tainly feel like I’ve been 
through the wringer the 
past couple years. And I 
feel like, all these experi¬ 
ences, good and bad, are 
where we grow - especially 
the hard times. That’s 
where you find out what 
you’re really made of.”

Party crashing worked 

Michaele Salahi gets her fame moment in new show 


profitable The money is 
rolling in. The bills are be¬ 
ing paid. And all those peo¬ 
ple who said Michael Jack- 
son might earn more in 
death than in life are be¬ 
ing proved right. 

Like the estates of Elvis 
Presley and Yves Saint 
Laurent, Jackson’s has 
grown immensely since 
he died on June 25, 2009. 

Without Jackson’s lav¬ 
ish spending sprees, and 
with the help of new rev¬ 
enue pouring in from 
nostalgia over the reign 
of the King of Pop, estate 
co-executors John Branca 
and John McClain have 
dramatically turned 
around Jackson’s fi¬ 
nances. 

A kingdom that was on 
the verge of collapse 
from more than $500 mil¬ 
lion in debt now looks to 
be able to support his 
three children and his 
mother and donate 
healthily to children’s 
charities. 

The estate has earned 
more than $250 million 
in the year since he died. 
Executors used some of 
that to pay off $70 million 
in debt, including the $5 
million mortgage on the 
Jackson family compound 
in Encino, part of Los An¬ 
geles. The interest pay¬ 
ments on the remaining 
debt are now covered by a 
steady flow of cash. 

“They’re off to a spec¬ 
tacularly good start,” said 
Lance Grode, a former 
Jackson lawyer and ad¬ 
junct professor at the 
University of Southern 
California Law School. He 
added, however, “there’s 
a long way to go before 
they pay off all of their 
debts.” 

A rundown of deals sug¬ 
gests that Jackson’s for-

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“I love to just make an en¬ 
trance,” declares one of 
the new Real Housewives 
of D.C. on the show’s 
debut episode, set to air in 
August.

Of course, that grimace- 
inducing line, given what 
we all know, comes from 
Michaele Salahi — whose

Caribbean 
Butternut Squash 
and Corn Stew 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp olive oil 

1 onion, sliced 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 butternut squash, peeled 
and cubed 

1 red pepper, seeded and 
sliced 
1 bay leaf 

796 mL can chopped toma¬ 
toes 

540 mL can black-eyed 
peas 

1 cup frozen corn, thawed 
11/4 cups vegetable broth 
1 tbsp Worcestershire 
sauce 

1 tsp hot pepper sauce 
1 tbsp brown sugar 
1 tsp balsamic vinegar 
Chopped parsley to 
garnish 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large pot and 


add onion, garlic, butter¬ 
nut squash, red pepper 
and bay leaf. Stir well, 
then cover and cook 5 
minutes, stirring occasion¬ 
ally. 

2. Add tomatoes with their 
juice, black-eyed peas and 
corn, and stir to mix. Add 
broth, Worcestershire 
sauce, hot sauce, sugar 
and vinegar; stir again. 
Cover and simmer until 
squash is tender, 15 min¬ 
utes. 

3. Sprinkle parsley over 
stew and serve at once.
